Resolved Help Others. 
Early in his 
youth, 
Nathan 


Straus made up his mind that as 
soon as he was able he would do 
all he could to help "the other fel- 
low." 
He was prompted to make that 


resolution because lack of .money 
many times prevented him from 
satisfying his own hunger and to 
him hunger became the typifica- 
ton of all suffering. 


In later life he was enabled to 


carry out the determination of his 
boyhood, it being said that he 
spent more than $2,500,000 in phil- 
anthropies, mostly in relieving the 
poor. 
The work which brought great- 


est recognition to Mr. Straus ,was 
the distribution to the children of 
New York of pasteurized milk, a 
system he originated and main- 
tained at his own expense many 
years. 
His laboratories, distribut- 


ing the milk at one cent battle, 
were credited with having saved 
the lives of thousands of babies in 
the metropolitan district. 


Other Philanthropies. 


Other philanthropies included the 


distribution 
of coal during the 


panic of 1893 at the rate of 25 
pounds for .five cents; the main- 
tenance of lodging houses supply- 
ing bed and breakfast for the same 
amount, and the establishment of 
a Tuberculosis Preventorium for 
Children at Farmingdale, N. J. 


"As a boy I can never remem- 


mer when I wasn't hungry," Mr. 
Straus said late in life. 
"I used 


to see bunches of ripe bananas 
hanging in the stores and long 
for enough money to buy just one. 
I suppose hunger came to typify 
all kinds of suffering to mo and 
I made up my mind that as soon 
as I was able I'd do all I could to 
help the other fellow." 
Nathan Straus was born at Ot- 


tcrburg, Rhenish 
Bavaria, 
Ger- 


many, Jan. 31, 1848. A few years 
later his . father, Lazarus Straus 
became involved in a unsuccessful 
revolutionary movement there and 
tho family was forced to emigrate 
hastily to America. 
They settled 


in Talbottom, Ga., in 1854, where 
Lazarus 
Straus 
onencd 
a 
little 


store. 
Nathan, who entered school at 


Collingsworth Institute, was event- 
ually given a corner in the store 
Knowing that face powder was a 
luxuary difficult for the Southren 
women to obtain, he began his

business ventures by grinding a 
twenty-five cent lump of talcum 
powder into four balls which he 
sold for ten cents apiece—a gross 
profit of fifteen cents. 


When the Civil

debts, Lazarus Straus moved to 
New York where Nathan joined in 
tho efforts to 
establish 
another 


business and repay 
the 
family 
debts. 


After graduating as class orator 


from Packer's Business College in 
1866 he became a traveling salea- 
for the grocery business which hfs 
father and brother Isidore" had es- 
tablished in the basement of Cap- 
tain R. H. Macy's store then at 
13th street and Sixth avenue. The 
debts were 
gradually paid, 
the 


crocery business grew, with branch 
factories established in Europe. 


Nathan and 
Isidore 
became 


members of 'the firm of R. H. Ma- 
cy & Co., eventually obtaining sole 
ownership. Several-years Inter Na- 
than Straus and his brother bought 
an interest in the department store 
of Wechsler & Abraham of Brook- 
lyn, and the firm name was chang- 
ed to Abraham & Straus. 


Mr. Straus* health was noticeably 


affected by the Titanic disaster in 
1912 
when tho lives of his broth- 


er Isidore and his wife were lost. 
He retired from business soon aft- 
erward 
and 
devoted 
himself 
to 


philanthropic work. 


In 1875 Mr. Straus married Lina 


Gutherz at Mannheim, Germany.

PROGRAM IMPROVE 
DUALITY OF SEED IS 


CO-OPERATIVE PLAN 


NEW ORLEANS, Jan. 0.— (IP)-- 


A program to improve the final- 
ity of cotlon seed in every cotton 
stale was announced today by C. 
O. Moser, vice presidonl and sec- 
retary 
of the American Cotton 


Co-Operative 
Associulion, 
who 


.-.aid it. was one of the most "con- 
structive steps in the cotton In- 
dustry that has been taken in 40 
yours." 
He said that C. A. McLendon, 


of Atlanta, seed expert of 20 years 


centcrs would be established in 


K. N. Drane, chairman of the ag- 


ricultural committee of the Corsi- 
cana Chamber of Commerce called 
the meeting to order. J. T. Stro- 
cler of Frost was elected tempora- 
ry chairman for tho day, and pre- 
sided through the session, intro- 
ducing Mr. Winters. A poll of the 
crowd showed that about ninety 
per cent of them were members 
of tho association. 
Mr. Winters explained that the 


Corsicana gathering was one pi 
about 75 meetings being held in 
Texas before January 20 to ac- 
quaint the members of the asso- 
ciation and farmers in general of 
the campaign 
that 
was 
being 


waged against the co-operative ef- 
forts of the farmers. 
Early History Covered. 


He then briefly covered the early 
history of the federal marketing 
act, declaring that the start was 


. made in an effort to help tho 
farmer help himself. The Federal 
Farm Board authorized by the act 
was selected from a list of men 
suggested by three of the oldest 
farmer organizations,—the Grange, 
the Farmers Union, and the Fed- 
eral Farm Bureau, one of which is 
now 
fighting 
the co-operatives, 


The bill was passed by the Seven- 
ty-first congress, and the board 
consists of eight men and the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture as an ex- 
offlcio member. 
Realizing that it would be im- 
possible to deal with each Ameri- 
can farmer as an individual, the 
board first grouped the commodi- 
ties, and then set about to form 
marketing agencies—first on a na- 
tional scale, and then down to the 
state organizations. 
The 
Texas 


Cotton Co-operative, the speakei 
'asserted, is a part of the American 
Cotton Co-onerative. He then ex- 
plained that the state body was, 
divided into district organization 
' which included branch offices, sub 
offices, and field receiving agents 
The Waco 
district which in- 
eludes Corsicana was reported to 
have mors than 7,000 members who 
placed more than 175,000 bales of 
cotton in the pools, or approxim-r 
' ately 75,000 bales more than the 
expected quota/ 
Task Heavy One. 
The task assumed by the Fed- 
eral Farm board was one of al- 
most inconceivable magnitude, Mr. 
Winters declared, and among the 


'. chief difficulties was that of bring- 
ing Into harmony all of the cliffcr- 


• ent groups of farmers engaged in 
the production of various commod- 
1 ities. 
The • speaker pointed 
out 
: that it was natural to expect con- 
'. tinued oppostion from those who 
• have been long engaged in buying 
1 and selling the principal commod- 
' ities on terms established by the 
' trade and for the trade. 
The, taslcj was further complicat- 


ed by'the existence of an unfavor- 
able economic condition that has 
' not been equalled in a quarter of 
a century, but in face of these 


ficiently. 
Increased acreage, 
he 
declared would be fatal to Ameri- 
can farmers, while the reduction 
would aid in producing a 
more 


easonable return. 


Agriculture Tariff. 
It has also ben charged that the 


co-operatives have kept the price 
of wheat far above the normal 
market price in other countries, 
jut the speaker asserted that it 
should be remembered that other 
commodity prices were higher in 
America than in the nations re- 
ferred to, and that often an article 
could be manufactured in America, 
shipped to the other nation, and 
there bought at a lower prices 
than could be found in this coun- 
tiy. 
He declared that since the 


tariff protected practically all oth- 
er products, it should be extended 
to agriculture. 


Cotton and grain prices were 


not the only prices that showed 
decided droops during the 
past 


year, and Mr. Winters quoted from 
a speech of Lawrence Westbrook, 
head of the -Texas Cooperative, 
which pointed out that rubber, 
coffee, sugar and copper had sll 
shown decided drops. Some of the 
enemy declared that "stabilizing" 
is wrong, and point out that na 
tions have failed in their previous 
efforts to achieve this end; but 
he aserted that previous efforts 
have been to "valorize" or sot a 
price, rather than 
keeping the 


market at a level that will give the 
producer a fair return. 


The speaker declared that so 


far the majority of the attacks had 
been couched in dignified terms, 
but that some of them had been 
exceedingly bitter and even "sedi- 
tious," and even contained hints 
o farmer revolution. 


Fight Just Begun. 


Mr. Winters declared that the 
testing time was yet ahead and 
that the fight had just started; he 
warned the members of the asso- 
ciation not to underrate their op- 
ponents. An attempt will be made 
to drive a wedge between the agri- 
cultural 
and 
business 
interests, 


but this must not be allowed. He 
asserted that the time had come 
for the farmers to ally themselves 
and find out who were for or 
against them, and 
then 
make 


their plans accordingly. 
. 
Following Mr. Winter's talk F. 
N. Drane read some excerpts from 
a national farm journal which an- 
swered the attack^ of the traders 
on the co-operatives, among other 
things asesrting that the trade had 
been good for the buyer and hand- 
ler, 
but that there had been a 


constant drop in the prosperity of 
the farmer; and that an organiza- 
tion should be devised that would 
give the farmer or producer the 
highest posisble return; tho co- 
operative has the best chance of 
success because it is a non-profit 
organization, and asks only the in- 
terest on borrowed capital, and not

cated. A meeting for the same 
purpose will be held in Atlanta 
later this month to develop cen- 
ters in North and South Carolina, 
Georgia and Alabama. 


A report to the farm 
board 


that the 1931 yield of cotton will 
bo "greater than it ought to be" 
was made to the board representa- 
tives by Mr. Moser who has charge 
of the acreage adjustment pro- 
gram of the board. 
Expect Reduction. 


"We expect a substantial reduc- 


tion," he said, "but we also ex- 
pect an increased yield of six 
to seven per cent because of bet- 
ter weather conditions and small- 
er ravages 
by the 
boll weevil. 


Thus the greater yield per acre 
will partly offset 
the 
reduced 


amount of land planted in cotton. 


"The drought, which cut down 


the cotton crop this year to 153 
pounds of lint per acre, also re- 
tarded growth of the weevil. So 
this year, with comparative in- 
action by the boll weevil and bet- 
ter weather conditions, a reUuced 
number of acres will grow con- 
siderably more cotton than was 
grown last year. And this is de- 
spite the use of less fertilizer." 


Mr. Moser announced that about 


two million bales of cotton have 
been taken over to date by the 
association, on which advances of

He asserted that fu- 
tures trading was an integral part 
of marketing, and in a measure 
insurance; differentialing between 
speculation whteh he defined an 
a chance on an inherent risk, and 
gambling as a chance on a crea- 
Irive risk, he asserted thai Ihe 
board 
had 
bought fulures con- 


tracts to cover sales made during 
the year, and were now long on 
the market. 
In answer lo a direct question 
as to Ihe recommended extent ol 
acreage reduction, Mr. Winters as- 
sorted thai it was thought lhal a 
cul of twenty per cent would be 
very effective, 
but pointed out 1 


that the present indications were 
thai the larger the reduction the 
greater the price. 
Replying to a hypothetical sit- 
uation presented, 
Mr. 
Winters 


pointed out that 
excess 
corn 


should not be placed on tho mar- 
ket in its natural state but that 
it should be fed to livestock and 
sold in lhat. form, where it would 
offer the greatest return. He de- 
clared that hogs were higher now 
than they had ever been, and al^o 
that if a market did not exist 
in Corsicana that a litlle co-oper- 
ative effort would result in the 
locating of a market or outlet. 
Will Diversify More. 


A. L. Gamble spoke in favor of 
a law that would compel the re- 
duction of acreage, and declared 
that it would be his policy in tho 
future 
to raise more food

It in- 
cludes the advanced cancer infor- 
mation of 1930. 
"With rare exceptions, there is 


no pain at Ihe beginning of any 
kind of cancer," says the slale- 
menl. "By Ihe lime pain is felt, 
the cancer may be so far advanc- 
ed that a cure is not possible." 


"The ultimate cause of cancer 


is not known; but chronic irri- 
tation of a great variety of types 
is usually the effective exciting 
factor. 
"There Is no reason lo believe 
lhan cancer is due lo a germ or 
larasile. It is not a. blood disease 
jnd is r.ol 'calching.' 
"Food and diet apparently have 


no relation to the cause of can- 
cer. Neither does aluminum nor 
any other kind of cooking uten- 


"II is nol caused by smoky al- 


mosphcre nor by any kind of cli- 
mate. Tho so-called cancer-house 
which is supposed lo give its oc- 
cupants this disease, docs not ex- 
ist."While it has nol yel been prov- 
ed lhal a person can directly in- 
herit cancer, cerlain 
forms oc- 


cur more frequenlly in some fam- 
ilies lhan in others. 


"No age Is free from cancer; 


babies are born with it. It is 
largely a disease of adult 
life, 


however, occurring between the 
ages of 40 and 70. 
"As a principal cause of death 


in Ihe Uniled Slates cancer rank- 
ed second in 1929, exceeded only 
by heart disease. 
"The pessimistic atlilude regard- 


ing cancer somelimes assumed by 
physicians as well as palients is 
often unwarranted. Many cancers 
can be cured by early diagnosis 
and early treatment. 
"The only effective methods of 


treatment of cancer arc surgery, 
radium and X-rays in the hands of 
skilled physicians. 


"Cancer does not as a rule de- 


velop in previously healthy tis- 
sue. The small scaly and slightly 
pigmented patch lhat appears on 
Ihe face in later years demand 
attention because it may become 
cancerous. 
"Mouth cancers are largely pre- 


ventable, since they are chiefly 
due lo bad teelh and excessive 
use of lobacco, which are remedi- 
able condilions. Some of Ihe flat, 
blue-black 
moles 
existing 
from 


birlh are dangerous especially if 
Ihey are localed where Ihey are 
subject to repeated injury or irri- 
tation. 
"Cancers of the breast are fre-

systems under, a plan sug- 
gested by President Hoover 
is expected to improve the 
financial condition of all the 
roads, improve the service, 
eliminate cutthroat 
compe- 


tition and remove the need 
for increased rates. 


Railroad consoli d a t i o n 


recognizes a situation under 
which there is not an ex- 
cess of railroads, but too 
many roads competing with 
each other that should be 
co-operating with each oth- 
er. 
The merger plan pro- 


poses to eliminate this con- 
dition. 


A few years ago such con- 


solidations would have been 
banned by the trust-busting

ANOTHER COSMIC RAY 


Sometimes it seems that 


science will not be satisfied 
until every research worker 
has discovered a ray of his 
own, named and described 
it 
and 
speculated 
freely 


concerning its origin, cause 
and effect. Dr. Victor Fran- 
cis Hess, of Austria, con- 
tributes the latest sugges- 
tion of a cosmic ray and 
gives detailed description of 
its force and wave length. 


Its force he considers to 


be ten times as great as that 
of radium; and since he was 
for two years director of the 
research laboratory for an 
American radium company, 
it may be assured that he 
knows the habits of radium. 
The wave length of this new 
ray he thinks to be the 
shortest known to science— 
p o s s i b l y one-thousandth 
that of the radium ray. And 
the 
shorter the ray, of 


course, the harder it hits 
and the further it goes'. 


If Dr. Hess is right in his 


experiments 
and 
specula- 


tions, the ray he has identi- 
fied originates in the fixed 
stars and is still powerful 
enough when it reaches the 
earth 
to penetrate 
eighty 


inches of lead plate with a 
loss of only 
half 
of 
its 


strength. 


This is all cryptic stuff 


for the layman, but the sci- 
entists have lately said so 
much of these cosmic rays 
that the world is aware of 
invisible and unmanageable 
forces beating upon it from 
the depth of space, unheed- 
ed by the five senses but 
demonstrable by the deli- 
cate experiments of the lab- 
oratory.

the shores of the Potomac 
was selected because it was 
the geographical center of 
the then inhabited portion 
of the country and that slow 
and difficult transportation 
made such consideration im- 
portant in that early day. 
That is no longer true. 


Washington is only thirty- 


six hours by plane, five days 
by railroad and ten days by 
motor from the most remote 
corner of the land. 
It is 


within momenary communi- 
cation by telegraph, 
tele- 


phone and radio with the 
constituency of every con- 
gressman. And newspapers 
complete the daily contact. 


One of the reasons given 


by the advocates of the re- 
location is that Washington 
is vulnerable to attack by 
sea. 
But the wars of the 


future will be fought in the 
air, and the interior is no 
safer than the coast from at- 
tack by air. 


It seems absurd to advo- 


cate the scrapping 
of the 


nation's most beautiful city 
with its costly government 
buildings for the ephemeral 
and imaginary benefits that 
might be derived. And sup- 
pose 
the 
national capital 


should go west. Ten years 
hence the center of popula- 
tion 
would 
have 
shifted 


again and somebody would 
be finding a new seat for 
the government.

PROSPERITY AND THE 


TARIFF. 


The revisers of economic 


laws in Washington have at 
last produced one instance 
in which political action has 
been effective in the eco- 
nomic field. The makers of 
the Hawley-Smoot tariff bill 
clearly intended to destroy 
Uncle Sam's import trade 
with the rest of the world. 
They succeeded too well, 
for they are also destroying 
his export trade. 


In November the total 


foreign trade of the United 
States dropped to $489,154,- 
000 as compared with $773,- 
907,000 in November 1929. 
This is a rate of $284,753,- 
000, or about thirty-six per 
cent, in a single year. 
If 


this process is continued for 
two more years the United 
States will cease being the 
country with the 
largest 


world trade and become the 
only country with no world 
trade. 


In the face of this dis- 


astrous effect of their cure- 
all, do the authors and sup- 
porters of this tariff now 
concede, as strongly as they 
recently contended, that the 
prosperity of the 
nation 


stands or falls upon that 
same high tariff? They ad- 
mitted of no other factors 
during the debate in co?i- 
gress and cannot consistent- 
ly blame others now. 


Busines never 
displayed 


much enthusiasm for 
the 


present schedule of duties, 
but it shows less daily. Un- 
der it exports have decreas- 
ed more rapidly than im- 
ports, until now the loss to 
American business men is 
$150,000,000 a month, near- 
ly two billions a year. In 
those figures whole indus- 
tries can see their ruin, or, 
at least, their current losses. 


The Hawley-Smoot tariff 


has lost to the country more 
than the cost of drought 
and 
unemployment relief; 


has, 
probably 
more than 


any 
other 
single 
factor, 


made the relief necessary 
and a federal deficit inevit- 
able.

One tremendous thing that the! 
New Psychology has done for us 
is to free us from the abject domi- 
nation of impulse. Instead of act- 
ing blindly on impulse, or being 
swayed 
entirely 
by 
feeling 
we 
now have at our command the 
four wheel brakes of self under- 
standing, and are thereby able to 
save the personality machine from 
many a crash an dsmash up. 


We must never lost sight of the 
fact that we are not out and out 
free moral agents acting deliber- 
ately and of choice, but rather 
are mechanisms acted 
upon by 
psychic forces arising within our- 
selves. 
We are the creatures of 
our complexes, and our conduct 
takes the direction they give it. 
But if we know our complexes 
then we have a certain choice in 
the matter. 


Let us get in mind again the 
structure of a complex: A group 
of associated ideas held together 
by a strong feelin; tone, and tend- 
ing to influence tnought and con- 
duct in a definite and predeter- 
mined direction. Idea plus feeling 
plus impulse to act is a ready 
working formula for the complex. 
The picture one must mave in 
mind is of something essentially 
dynamic, a driving force always 
exerting its pressure; except for 
this 
mechanism 
we 
should 
be 


"dead ones!" 
Feelings furnish the dynamics. 
Feelings give direction to the im- 
pulse. Therefore if results are not 
what we would like, it is feelings 
that must be summoned 
before 
the car of the new psychology. 


Suppose 
today your feeline Is 


one of irritability. 
The 
natural 
direction 
of your impulse would 


be to hit out at every one near 
you. 
Now I will admit that a 
certain relief of tension follows 
such conduct, for unrelieved feel- 
ings cause tension just as the 
drawn bow is in a condition of 
tension until it is reclased as the 
arrow speeds to the mark. 
But our personalities are too 


. complex to be run on such simple 


principles 
as hitting out blindly 
whenever we feel like it. 
When 
we have upset the apple cart in 
our own home by riling the cook's 
temper, sending Hubby off in a 
huff, denying Johnnie the apple 
he wanted, refusing the dog his

and yanking the 


needles 
out 
of 
the complicated 


bit of knitting wn had on hand, 
there is still something left to be 
desired. 


Here is where psychology 
lets 


us down and at the same time 
saves our face. 
It helps us to 
look within 
ourselves 
for 
the 


cause of the irritability and to 
handle the matter 
impersonally. 


Suppose, for example, your 
feel- 


ings are ruffled because you have 
just played a poor hand at bridge 
or because your husband has said 
that your jokes were pointless; 
or suppose that for some 
suffi- 


ciently physical reason your chem- 
istry is out of balance, with an 
excess secretion from the thyroid 
or some 
other 
endocrine bland 


spurring you on to ill-considered 
word or act. 


You arc to remember that the 


disordered chemistry will right It- 
self in time; and before you know 
it vour foolish pique will die down. 
Meantime, the self-understanding 
that psychology gives you sets the 
brakes "to check your 
automatic 
icsponso to impulse, and you have 
the chance to bo your better self 
rather than simply a reflex me- 
chanism.
